G.S.R. 199(E).—Whereas by the Notification of the Government of India In. the 
Ministry of Information and Broadcasting No. G.S.R. 208(E), dated the 26th 
April, 1973, amended by the Notification of the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Information and Broadcasting No, G.S.R. 195(E), dated the 29th 
April. 1974, all the provisions of the Commissions of Inquiry Act, 1952 (60 of 
1952) have been made applicable to the Fact Finding Committee set up under 
the Resolution of the Government of India in the Ministry of Information and 
Broadcasting No, 19/3/72-Press, dated the 14th April, 1972; 

And whereas having regard to the nature of the inquiry to be made by the 
said Committee and other circumstances of the case, the Central Government Is 
of opinion that the provisions of sub-sections (2), (3), (4) and (5) of section 5 
of the said Act should be made applicable to the said Committee; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of 
section 5 of the said Act and all other powers hereunto enabling, the Central 
Government hereby directs that the provisions of aub-sections (2), (3), (41 and 
(5) of the said section 5 shall apply to the said Committee.
